ARMORY ' 
DEVELOPMENTS

PG  & E,  CAPT  BRUSH 
AT  NMA  MEETING 


Snazelle  Films  and  the  thirteen  non-profit  community 
organizations  comprising  the  Mission  Armory  Foundation  (MAF) 
have,  after  months  of  negotiation,  reached  a tentative 
agreement  as  to  how  their  joint  development  of  the  Mission 
Armory  will  proceed.  Snazelle  Films,  or  an  entity  controlled 
by  Snazelle  Films,  will  become  the  owner  of  the  Armory 
building  and  undertake  the  work  necessary  to  transform  it  into 
a state  of  the  art  film  and  video  production  facility.  MAF 
will  hold  title  to  the  land  on  which  the  Armory  stands  and 
lease  that  land  to  Snazelle. 

For  the  community  organizations  involved,  there  are  two 
significant  advantages  to  proceeding  in  this  manner,  rather 
than  as-  equity  investors  in  the  film  production  facility 
itself.  Firstly,  MAF  will  have  at  its  disposal  $1.6  million 
in  Federal  Urban  Development  funds.  Utilizing  the  bulk  of 
these  funds  in  the  purchase  of  land  located  along  what  is 
becoming  a development  corridor  is  seen  as  a very  low  risk 
venture  that  could  provide  permanent  non-tax  supported 
subsidies  to  the  housing,  educational  and  cultural  programs  of 
the  MAF  members  or  other  community  projects.  A second 
advantage  lies  in  the  fact  that,  should  Snazelle  Films  at  any 
time  withdraw  from  the  project  and  put  the  Armory  up  for  sale, 
the  land  would  remain  in  the  hands  of  the  MAF.  Since  the 
National  Guard  abandoned  the  building  seven  years  ago,  it  has 
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HE'S  BACK 

Developer  Richard  Deringer  is  back.  Once  again.  Deringer 
is  seeking  Planning  Commission  approval  for  a large  office 
complex  at  1601  - 1641  Mission  Street  (right  past  the  highway 
overpass ) . 

Last  April  the  Planning  Commission  rejected  Deringer's 
435,000  square  foot  proposal.  One  of  the  key  reasons  for  the 
rejection  was  widespread  community  opposition.  Residents  and 
small  businesses  felt  huge  office  buildings  were  not 
appropriate  for  the  area  and  that  the  inevitable  real  estate 
speculation  that  would  occur  could  only  lead  to  displacement. 
Impacts  on  transit  and  traffic  were  also  a concern. 

This  year  Deringer  is  throwing  in  housing  in  an  effort  to 
win  Planning  Commission  approval.  Deringer's  proposed 
building  at  1641  Mission  will  contain  230,000  feet  of  office 
space.  His  building  at  1601  Mission  will  contain  83,000 
square  feet  of  flex-modular  housing.  The  housing  will  be 
priced  close  to  market  rate,  which  in  these  times  means 
unaffordable  to  North  Mission  residents. 

The  issues  remain  the  same;  the  project  is  out  of  scale 
with  the  surrounding  neighborhood  and  would  tip  the  scale  away 
from  the  small  mixed  use  businesses  and  low-moderate  income 
tenants.  In  addition,  the  Planning  Department  is  only  now 
beginning  studies  of  the  area.  The  studies  should  be 
completed  before  any  consideratin  is  given  any  large  project. 
The  public  hearing  is  set  for  June  11th.  The  Commission  will 
vote  on  the  matter  on  June  25th. 


Street  closings,  police  protection  and  construction  in 
the  Gartland  Pit  were  topics  at  the  May  meeting  of  the  North 
Mission  Association. 

As  has  been  reported  in  the  News,  San  Francisco  has  given 
a block  of  Treat  Street  near  18th  to  PG&E  for  an  unspecified 
sum  of  money  to  be  paid  into  the  General  Fund.  PG&E  represen- 
tatives Will  Hardee  and  Mike  Calegan  faced  a crowd  of 
concerned  North  Mission  citizens  to  explain  the  street 
vacation  (closure)  and  other  propoposed  PG&E  expansion  plans. 

Most  of  those  questions  and  comments  directed  at  PG&E 
dealt  with  traffic  and  parking  matters.  Vivian  Azadian 
pointed  out  that  the  University  of  California  already  empties 


250  cars  onto  Shotwell  street,  which  traffic  would  be  added  to 
not  only  by  PG&E,  but  by  anyone  leasing  the  empty  Kilpatrick's 
site  nearby.  Hardee  replied  that  the  Planning  Commission 
determined  that  the  increased  traffic  "wouldn't  have  a 
significant  impact"  on  the  neighborhood. 

Treat  Street's  "vacation"  will  cost  the  North  Mission  90 
parking  spar.es.  "But  the  question,"  Hardee  said  "is  not  wnat 
we  are  vacating,  the  question  is  what  we  are  improving." 

Calegan  seconded  PGiE's  position  that  the  vacation  would 
improve  the  area,  climing  that  Treat  Street  was  being  used  by 
drag-racers.  But  residents  disputed  this,  as  well  as  the 
contention  that  the  expansion  would  provide  1,000  jobs;  the 
PG&E  spokesmen  admitted  the  figure  would  be  closer  to  350.  "I 
was  tricked  into  believing  there  would  be  1,000  new  jobs,  not 


350,"  said  one  disappointed  resident. 

PG&E  promised  to  inform  local  employment  agencies  of  jobs 
that  open  up  and  to  recommend  that  the  $50,000  mandated  for 
child  care  go  to  a Mission  facility.  The  presentation 
concluded  with  the  formation  of  a committee  to  meet  with  an 
ongoing  basis  with  PG&E.  If  you  are  a resident  of  the  area 
around  18th  and  Treat  and  want  to  be  on  this  committee,  call 
the  North  Mission  Association  (626-2882)  for  meeting  info. 

Mike  Brush,  the  third  Captain  of  the  Mission  Police 
Station  in  a year  explained,  some  of  his  current  and  proposed 
changes  in  police  policy.  By  changing  the  police  workweek 
from  5 8-hour  days  to  4 10-hour  days  and  reducing  the  number 
of  officers  in  prowl  cars  from  two  to  one,  Capt.  Brush  hopes 
tb  free  up  more  beat  cops  who  will  flood  high-crime  locations 
like  the  16th  Street  BART  plaza  and  the  projects  at  Valencia 
and  14th.  "There  has  been  a 73%  increase  in  crime  in  the 
first  three  months  of  1987  compared  to  1986,"  he  said. 

One  of  those  present  blamed  the  crime  increase  on 
"tourist  and  money  interests  like  Herb  Caen"  who  induced  the 
police  to  move  the  problem  from  the  Tenderloin  to  the  Mission. 
Brush  admitted  that  police  in  the  Tenderloin  had  been  allowed 
to  apply  "pressure"  causing  homeless  derelicts  and  petty 
criminals  to  move  to  Church  and  Market  or  16tn  and  Mission. 
"Our  Board  of  Supervisors  invites  the  homeless  to  come  to  San 
Francisco,"  Capt.  Brush  complained. 

Next  to  complaints  about  the  homeless  and  street  crime, 
several  North  Mission  residents  expressed  concern  with  Mobil 
Assistance  Patrol  and  ambulance  policies.  Captain  Brush

been  an  attractive  target  for  developers  and  speculators  with 
an  eye  to  profit  maximization  and  little  regard  for  the 
consequent  gentnf 1 cation  such  large  scale  projects  bring  in 
their  wake. 

The  Armory  was  owned  briefly  by  George  Benny,  one  of  the 
largest  real  estate  swindlers  in  the  history  of  California, 
benny  xs  now  serving  a 20  year  sentence.  With  MAF  as  the 
owner  of  the  land,  the  Mission  community  has  a permanent  legal 
and  economic  lock  on  the  site. 

Currently,  the  Armory  project  is  moving  along  swiftly. 
In  May,  the  S.F.  Board  of  Supervisors  released  §265,000  of  the 
§1.6  million  earmarked  for  the  project  to  the  Mission  Armory 
Foundation  to  cover  pre-development  costs  such  as  consultant, 
architectural  and  legal  fees.  In  June,  the  site  use  permit 
will  go  to  the  Planning  Commission  and  the  MAF  legal  staff 
will  begin  legal  negotiations  with  Snazelle  regarding 
specifics  of  the  lease. 

What  remains  to  be  worked  out  are  the  non-economic 
components  of  the  deal...  i.e.  jobs,  job  training  programs  and 
public  access  at  Snazelle 's  operation.  Perhaps  more  important 
are  questions  regarding  parking,  traffic  and  real  estate  spec- 
ulation/population  displacement  associated  with  a development 
of  this  size.  The  Armory  project  is  only  a block  from  Richard 
Deringer's  newly  proposed  office  expansion  (see  "HE'S  BACK  I , 
this  page)  and  the  impact  of  each  of  these  projects  on  the 
surrounding  low  income  neighborhood  (see  Tumi non  Sato's  photo 
essay,  pages  12-13)  is  going  to  be  an  area  of  serious 
consideration  as  things  move  closer  to  completion.

suggested  that  the  Association  invite  a representative  01  tne 
ambulance  providers  to  its  next  meeting. 

Last  to  appear  was  Ben  Martinez  of  Mission  Housing  Devel- 
opment Corporation  who  displayed  blueprints  for  the  affordable 
family  housing  complex  to  be  built  in  the  Gartland  Pit  at  16th 
and  Valencia. 

The  North  Mission  Association  has  long  supported  the 
construction  of  affordable  housing  in  the  Pit  and  the  plans, 
along  with  those  for  a child  care  facility  on  the  ground  floor 
(the  PG&E  reps  had  left  by  this  time)  were  favorably  received. 

The  only  controversy  was  MHDC ' s application  for  a fast 
food  license  for  a Polio  Loco  franchise  on  the  ground  floor. 
Martinez  stated  that  rents  from  the  restaurant  would  lower 
those  of  the  housing  above,  and  that  the  L . A . firm's  chicken 
"has  been  recommended  by  the  American  Heart  Association", 
also  stated  that  marketing  tests  have  been  conducted  to 
sure  that  the  neighborhood  would  support  the  franchise. 

A motion  to  approve  the  project,  which  is  expected  to  go 
before  the  Planning  Commission  on  June  4th,  was  amended  to 
prohibit  the  transfer  of  the  fast  food  license  from  Polio  Loco 
to  another  firm.  With  that  condition,  the  Association  voted 
unanimously  to  support  MHDC  application.  If  approved  by  the 
Planning  Commission,  construction  is  expected  to  be  under  way 
by  summer.

Mayoc  recommends,  as  the  best  first  step  for  those  who 
think  they  might  qualify  for  amnesty,  to  go  to  Catholic  Social 
Services  Amnesty  Processing  Office  on  16th  Street  between  Capp 
and  S.  Van  Ness.  They  will  help  determine  eligibility  and 
make  reliable  referrals  to  legal  services,  if  necessary.  This 
does  sound  like  a better  idea  than  going  directly  to  the  INS. 

In  any  case,  all  the  new  neighbors.  Mission  and  Liberty 
coffees,  Pazzaz,  ATA,  McSushi  and  AmDoc  are  parts  of  the 
ongoing  saga  that  is  Valencia  Street,  a place  where  anything 
can  happen  and  everything  does

Some  interesting  new  things  on  Valencia,  a street  that 
changes  so  fast  it's  hard  to  comprehend  how  it  somehow  always 
seems  to  maintain  its  identity.  Perhaps  that's  because  that 
IS  its  identity. 

first,  it's  time  to  welcome  some  new  neighbors.  Artists' 
Television  Access  (ATA),  operated  by  Marshall  Weber  and  Lise 
Swensen,  is  a non-profit  video  arts  organization  that  opened 
at  992  Valencia  a month  ago,  after  vacating  its  South  of 
Market  location  due  to  a fire. 

Hopefully  the  lines  will  continue  to  be  long  at  ATA,  as 
tnere  isn't  another  place  programming  video  as  regularly  as 
tney  do  anywhere  else  on  Valencia  Street,  and  few  enough  in 
tie  rest  of  the  City.  In  addition  to  video  and  performance, 
tney  are  also  presenting  offensive  films  i n . con  junction  with 
Fi  lrn  Offensive  on  Wednesday  evenings  at  9:00  PM /on  Saturdays 
at  9:00  PM  and  midnight.  A rare  service  in  trhis  town... 
midnight  movies.  If  you  are  walking  by  their  storefront  near 
Modern  Times  Bookstore,  stop  in  and  pick  up  some  of  their 
announcements  of  events. 

At  the  other  end  of  the  block  at  920  Valencia,  BACK  TO 
THE  PICTURE,  a do-i t-yourself  custom  framing  shop  and  gallery, 
has  just  opened  its  doors  with  a grand  opening  sale.  Prices, 
I'm  told,  are  30%  lower  than  other  frame  shops  around  town. 

Heading  down  the  street  towards  22nd,  you  pass  both  the 
(new)  Liberty  Cafe  and  the  (newer)  Mission  Coffee,  two  places 
that  I predict  will  take  up  arms  against  each  other  in  the 
near  future.  Well  before  you  get  to  the  (brand  new)  Cafe 
Pazzaz  on  the  other  side  of  the  street,  but  not  so  far  from 
the  (new  - not  opened  yet)  McSushi,  there  is  a strange  new 
face  whose  name  bears  a striking  resemblance  in  its  manner  of 
construction  to  McSushi.  This  is  where  any  resemblance  stops. 
It  is  the  recently  opened  AmDoc  (Amnesty  Documentation). 

AmDoc  proclaims  itself  via  large  computer  printouts 
tacked  up  in  front  of  ti  s small  store  at  1017  Valencia. 
Oversized  computer  printouts  also  advertise  its  ervices: 
FOTOS , FINGERPRINTS,  MEDICAL  EXAM,  MONEY  ORDER.  On  closer 
examination,  it  becomes  apparent  that  this  has  something  to  do 
with  amnesty  for  illegal  immigrants,  but  this  is,  to  say  the 
least,  a provocative  set  of  services  to  offer  right  out  on  the 
street  like  that,  and  an  unusual  way  to  advertise  them. 

As  it  turns  out,  this  is  a new  service  coming  into  life 
as  a result  of  the  amnesty  portion  of  the  new  Immigration 
Reform  and  Control  Act  of  1986  (IRCA).  Also,  it  is  a fairly 
new  but  commonplace  method  of  making  big  signs  quickly  and 
cheaply.  Computer  printouts  are  used  in  offices  all  over  the 
world.  They  generally  have  messages  like  Happy  Birthday, 
Patricia,  and  things  like  that. 

However,  the  Fotos,  Fingerprints  business  and  the 
association  with  the  infamous  IRCA  made  me  suspicious  as  I 
walked  into  the  shop  to  find  out  what  was  going  on.  After 
introductions,  I realized  I had  to  decide  if  these  guys  were 
FBI  or  some  kind  of  immigration  trap,  or  something  like  that, 
which  seemed  a perfectly  reasonable  assumption.  What  convinced 
me  they  were  not  was  the  bilingual  baby  running  around  the 
place  spilling  things  equally  fluently  in  Englisn  and  Spanish, 
and  the  large  area  in  front  given  over  to  being  a play  pen. 

This  kind  of  suspicious  feeling  attached  to  anything 
connected  to  last  year's  immigration  bill  is  not  unusual.  I 
am  sure  that  anyone  thinking  of  applying  for  amnesty  under  it 
is  far  more  suspicious  than  I.  Much  of  it  is  directed  at 
imposing  heavy  fines  on  employers  who  hire  undocumentec 
workers.  5250  for  the  first  violation  and  52,000  for  eacn 
additional  are  the  rates,  and  there  is  no  limit  on  the  number 
of  times  an  employer  can  qet  fined. 

In  any  case...  AmDoc  is,  essentially,  what  it  says  it  is, 
a place  to  get  the  photos,  fingerprints,  medical  exams  and 
money  orders  needed  to  apply  for  amnesty  under  IRCA.  It  was 
started  by  immigration  lawyers  who  recognized  a growing  need 
for  these  services  and  the  difficulties  often  faced  by  people 
who  need  them.  Due  to  the  large  demand  for  medical  exams,  anc 
the  projected  increase  in  this  demand  by  people  seeking 
amnesty,  coupled  with  the  costs  and  burden  of  having  to  go 
several  places  to  get  the  exam,  the  photographs,  and  the 
fingerprints,  AmDoc  was  opened  to  do  all  of  these  things  in 
one  place;  one-stop  shopping,  as  they  call  it.  They  offer  low 
rates,  580  for  the  whole  package,  and  they  seem  to  be  people 
who  care  about  what  happens  to  people  because  of  IRCA. 

In  fact.  Arch  Cunningham,  a law  school  graduate  who  works 
at  AmDoc,  says  there  will  be  a proliferation  of  services 
ranging  from  very  cheap  to  very  expensive  that  will  spring  up 
as  a result  of  the  amnesty  laws.  Not  all  of  these  will  be  up 
front  and  there  will  be  a lot  of  profiteering  at  the  expense 
of  undocumented  people.  Because  of  this,  people  will  have  to 
be  very  careful  who  they  approach. 

Legal  assistance  will,  of  course,  be  one  of  the  primary 
commodities  offered.  AmDoc  does  not  offer  legal  assistance. 
It  is  strictly  there  to  get  people  through  the  first  stage  of 
applying  for  amnesty. 

Immigration  lawyer  Jim  Mayoc  says  that  IRCA  is  a very 
"mean  spirited  law".  According  to  him,  the  amnesty  portion  is 
the  only  good  thing  about  it  as  it  provides  an  opportunity  for 
a good  number  of  people  to  become  legal.  For  the  most  part, 
it  is  a device  to  get  tough  on  immigration,  with  its  stiff 
penalties  on  employers  and  restrictions  on  new  immigration. 

Clearly,  the  amnesty  portion  is  u concession  to  make  t..e 
law  look  good.  Just  as  clearly,  it  is  designed  with  stopping 
the  flow  of  .immigration  in  mind.  It  does  not  address  the 
foreign  policy  issues  that  are  responsible  for  the  conditions 
in  the  first  place.  if  anything,  it  will  make  things  far 

worse.  It  is  yet  another  vain  attempt  to  legislate  away 
reality  as  if  by  passing  laws  one  can  make  problems  disappear. 

In  a strange  sort  of  way,  it  is  also  designed  to  appease 
employers,  many  of  whom  cannot  exist  without  undocumented 
workers  or  cheap  labor.  Through  "amnesty",  a large  pool  of 
documented  workers  will  be  created  from  the  ranks  of  the 
undocumented.  This  will  maintain  the  same  condition,  i.e.,  a 
large  number  of  underpaid  workers,  but  it  will  also  put  a lot 
of  names  on  lists  compiled  by  the  INS. 

It  is  these  lists  that  have  some  people  worried, 
especially  people  and  friends  of  people  who  get  on  one.  Jim 
Mayoc  contends  that  the  registering  going  on  at  the  INS  office 
on  Mission  and  Duboce  cannot  be  used  for  deportation.  This  is 
a strict  provision  of  IRCA,  that  information  gathered  under 
the  amnesty  process  cannot  be  used  for  enforcement  of 
immigration  law,  or  deportation.

STATE

Wealthy  special  interests...  landlords,  banks,  insurance 
men,  racists  and  homophobes,  gerrymandering  liberals,  merger- 
maniacal  megaconcerns  and  other  creepy-crawl ies  are  out  of 
their  caves  and  on  the  march  again.  Pitched  out  of  San 
Francisco,  they  are  implementing  new  strategies  of  conquest 
which  require  new  forms  of  resistance  from  the  City's 
oppressed  working  people,  tenants  and  small  businesses. 

As  San  Francisco's  government  grows  (or  is  compelled  to 
grow)  more  responsive,  special  interests,  like  the  Nazis  are 
making  an  end  run  around  the  stiffening  Maginot  Line  of  local 
community  resistance.  Their  target  is  the  California  State 
Legislature.  Two  May  examples  of  this  strategy  display  what 
they  are  doing  and  what  must  be  done  in  return. 

For  years,  the  landlords'  Sacramento  standardbearer  was 
Assemblyman  Jim  Costa  (D-Fresno)  but,  following  his  bust  for 
soliciting  a decoy  cop,  the  rent-collectors  unearthed  another 
Valley  Boy,  State  Senator  John  Garamendi  (D-Walnut  Grove) 
whose  perennial  campaigns  for  higher  office,  according  to 
Capitol  beat-walkers,  lodged  him  into  serious  debt.  A deal 
was  cut  wherein  Garamendi  introduced  Senate  Bill  1646,  the 
principle  elements  of  which  were  1)  prohibition  and  repeal  of 
rent  increases  on  vacant  apartments,  2)  prohibition  of  rent 
control  on  newly  constructed  units  and  3)  decontrol  of  rents 
on  single-family  housing. 

On  May  26,  several  busloads  of  angry  renters  from  the  Old 
St.  Mary's  Bousing  Committee,  St.  Peter's  Housing  Committee 
and  other  groups  invaded  the  Senate  Judiciary  Committee  in 
Sackamenna  and  were  afforded  an  early  appetizer  in  the  person 
of  Sen.  John  Seymour  (R-Disneyland ) , an  anti-attorney  death- 
penalty  lobbyist  who  unwisely  quipped  "I'd  never  be  a lawyer 
unless  I could  be  a real  estate  lawyer  and  make  a lot  of 
money."  The  resulting  chorus  of  groans,  whistles  and  hisses 
forced  the  Senate's  own  grim  reaper  to  stammer  "I'm  g-glad  I'm 
not  c-carrying  that  billl"  (SB-1646). 

To  buttress  his  case,  Garamendi  produced  a right-wing 
Berkeley  Rent  Board  Commissioner  and  one  Dr.  Robert  Edelstein, 
who  proclaimed  "the  root  cause  to  housing  problems  are  income 
problems.  Income  problems  are  solved  at  the  macroeconomic 
level."  He  admitted  that  decontrol  would  cause  "short  term 
unfortunate  effects  to  people  who  live  in  apartments",  but 
predicted  that  within  three  to  five  years,  new  decontrolled 
construction  would  "let  the  free  market  find  its  equilibrium." 

"What  about  places  where  there  is  no  room  to  build?" 
asked  Sen.  David  Roberti  ( D-Hol lywood ) . 

"They  can  increase  density  by  tearing  down  single  family 
homes  to  construct  6-unit  condos,"  said  the  Doctor.  "And  you 
can  take  the  pressure  off  the  center  of  San  Francisco  by 
building  in  Oakland."  (He's  got  a macrofuture  here  if  Roger 
Boas  is  elected  Mayor  in  Novemberl) 

Opposing  SB1646  were  a dozen  housing  advocates  including 
Berkeley  Mayor  Loni  Hancock,  Joe  Lacey  and  Mitchell  Omerberg 
from  San  Francisco,  the  Vice-Mayor  of  E.  Palo  Alto,  several 
pols  from  Southern  California  and  representatives  of  mobile 
home  park  renters  and  statewide  tenant  movements  whose  breadth 
and  diversity  overwhelmed  Garamendi  like  a rookie  quarterback 
wilting  in  the  face  of  the  New  York  Giants'  pass  rush.  Former 
L . A . police  chief  "Crazy  Ed"  Davis  shot  the  broken- legged 
SB1646  in  the  head.  "I'm  going  to  vote  yes,"  he  said,  "but  you 
don't  have  the  votes."  Right-wing  stalwarts  H.  L.  Richardson 
and  John  Doolittle  snuck  out  of  the  hearing  room  leaving 
Garamendi...  wriggling  like  a cornered  lizard...  to  cut  a deal 
to  package  it  with  some  low-income  housing  legislation  which 
the  Governor  has  persistently  vetoed.  This  face-saving 
measure  should  allow  him  to  continue  milking  some  of 
California's  more  stupid  real  estate  speculators  who  don't 
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fathom  the  Duke's  genetic  hatred  of  low-income  housing.  In 
the  final  analysis  the  Governor's  intransigence  has  preserved 
local  rent  controls  for  at  least  a few  more  months. 

The  victory  had  its  cost.  Save  wealth,  no  other  quality 
is  more  valued  In  Sacramento  than  mindless  aggression. 
Anticipating  the  sack  of  SB1646  the  landlords  succeeded  in 
inducing  Sacramento  to  sacrifice  San  Francisco's  small 
businesses.  Parallel  ordinances,  one  by  Costa  and  the  other  by 
Senator  Barry  Keene  (D-Vallejo)  were  introduced.  Costa's  bill 
slid  through  the  Assembly  on  a vote  of  54-5  (Jackie  Speier 
stood  up  for  San  Francisco  in  opposing  this  obnoxious  legisla- 
tion, Willie  Brown  dishonored  his  constituency  by  supporting 
it).  Keene's  SB692  went  to  the  same  Judiciary  Committee  where 
the  ten  Judiciary  legislators  (Art  Torres,  D-E.  Los  Angeles 
was  not  present)  sent  a "Drop  Dead"  valentine  to  hundreds  of 
San  Francisco  enterprises,  many  of  whom  will  shortly  join  the 
likes  of  Malvina's  Cafe  in  North  Beach,  Golden  Products 
Cookies  in  the  Mission  and  Potrero's  Good  Life  Grocery  among 
the  ranks  of  the  evicted.  Further,  the  ambiguous  provisions 
of  SB692  may  form  a pretext  to  invalidate  such  local  zoning 
ordinances  as  Prop.  M or  the  South  of  Market  Plan. 

What  to  make  of  these  two  episodes?  Although  the  outcome 
differed,  they  share...  with  other  measures...  a common  (and 
increasing)  theme  of  State  usurpation  of  local  government. 

Wonder  why?  Aside  from  such  parties  as  the  L . A . Apt. 
Assn . ( $8 , 500 ) , Marina  del  Rey  PAC  ($5,000),  B of  A Realty  Svc. 
($750  ),  Sacramento  Apt.  PAC  ($1,500  ),  Cal.  Real  Est.  PAC 
($5,000)  and  Cal.  Housing  Council  ($1,425)  Costa  has  been 
pickin'  San  Francisco  raisins.  Developer  Gerson  Baker  gave 
$500.  TRI  President  and  Molinari  power-broker  Russ  Flynn  gave 
$250.  Stonestown  bete  noir  Richard  Traweek  kicked  in  $500. 
City  Rent  Board  Commissioner  Tim  Carrico  of  TCO  Realty  kicked 
in  $250  as  did  former  supervisoral  candidate  Jonathan  Bulkley. 
Some  of  Garamendi 's  friends  (1984-6)  included  the  Cal.  Housing 
Council  and  Cal..  Real  Estate  PAC  as  well  as  the  State  Building 
Trades  Council.  John's  Frisco  supporters  include  developers 
-Bakar,  Bob  Lurie  and  Walter  Shorenstein,  hotelier  Mel  Swig, 
the  Hanf ord-Freund  realtors,  old  money  Peter  Haas  and  Gordon 
Getty,  power  lawyer  Bill  Coblentz,  downtown  architect  Piero 
Patn,  our  new  Congresswoman  Nancy  Pelosi  and  (over  a year 
before  his  appointment)  Supervisor  Tom  Hsieh. 

So  when  money  talks.  State  Legislators  grow  ears  and  paws 
to  take  over  jurisdiction  of  measures  no  sane  local  government 
would  pass,  including  AIDS  and  drug  testing  and  (courtesy  of 

Ccsta  ) water  rights  and  beer  price  regulations.  Liberals 
further  the  power  grab  with  State  schemes  mandating  local 
aistrict  elections.  In  short,  the  Valley  Boys  have  deemed  that 
local  government  is  not  qualified  to  serve  its  constituency. 
Fower,  not  ideology,  compels,  and  Sackamenna  is  a pile  of 
bricks  propped  above  a door  waiting  to  be  opened.  Costa/Keene 
aoorts  small  business  (an  increasingly  important  economic 
factor  with  the  floundering  of  giants  like  Chevron  and  B of  A) 
and  only  the  Duke's  pigheadedness  stands  between  renters  mass 
evictions  more  appropriate  to  Soweto  than  San  Francisco. 

We  can't  trust  the  Valley  Boys  to  keep  their  paws  off 
local  government!  Only  a statewide  grass  roots  progressive 
movement  capable  of  qualifying  and  passing  ballot  measures 
holds  the  hope  of  leading  California  renters  and  merchants  out 
of  the  shadow  of  the  Valley.  A skeletal  appraratus  of  same  was 
in  evidence  at  both  hearings.  Work  remains  to  be  done. 
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FRIDA:  PORTRAITS  OF  PAIN.  SYMBOL  OF  STRENGTH

On  a wall  on  24th  and  Bryant  is  the  orange  face  of  a frowning 
woman.  Her  gaze  is  desturbing  and  illicites  a curious  and  empathetic 
response.  It  captivates  my  attention  as  I whiz  by  on  my  bicycle.  I 
have  seen  this  madona  before.  I recognise  her  satin  dress.  She  has 
always  lived  in  my  awareness.  I even  know  her  name,  her  origin.  Why 
is  this  Frida  woman  causing  such  a big  fuss.  Are  we  paying  token 
homage  to  another  woman  lost  to  history,  decades  too  late.  Are  the 
shows  at  the  Mexican  Museum,  The  Galeria  de  La  Raza.  and  the  numerous 
poetry  readings  and  films  shown  this  month  and  dedicated  to  her  an 
indication  of  a woman's  greatness  or  of  a lack  of  woman  heroes? 

Who  is  this  woman  with  the  "strange  fire  in  her  eyes",  with  the 
line  of  eybrows  and  the  hint  of  mustache?  I feel  awe  for  a lady  so 
well  dressed.  In  the  costumes  of  Mexican  natives  the  beads  of  the 
Mayans  the  braids  of  a country  girl  she  is  earthy  in  appearance- 
herself  the  object  of  her  own  facination. 

Frida  Kalo's  paintings  speak  for  themselves.  They  illuminate  and 
depict  a life  that  is  characterized  by  pain  striving  for  joy.  A 
painting  of  Frida's  is  woman's  art  and  therefore  is  not  classified 
along  with  others  of  the  same  period  of  the  European  man's  history  of 
art.  This  desperate  being  had  only  herself  for  a subject.  Her 
painting  demonstrates  the  power  of  art  to  transform  the  individual  in 
its  production.  She  remains  true  to  herself  and  to  the  often  cronic 
emotions  that  she  posseses.  Her  art  is  a gift  to  the  masses  who  she 
loved  and  to  whom  she  remained  ever  loyal.  Looking  at  her 
paintings, though,  I feel  that  she  was  not  painting  for  anyone  but 
painting  out  of  a need  to  heal  herself,  to  release  or  expand  upon  her 
unsettledness  or  to  give  herself  the  power,  the  freedom,  the  vitality, 
the  beauty  of  form  that  she,  herself,  yearned  for. 

Many  people  may  know  Frida  Kalo  as  the  wife  of  the  world  famous 
Mexican  painter  and  mural ist  Diego  Rivera.  Her  face  appears  in  a 
mural  by  him  at  City  College  and  many  others.  She  loved  Rivera. 
Their  meeting  in  the  1920s  happened  as  a result  of  Frida' s calculated 
efforts  while  Mr.  Rivera  was  painting  a mural  at  the  highschool  where 
Frida  was  a student  in  a suburb  of  Mexico  City.  Frida  wanted  to  have 
Diego's  child  and  her  friends  could  not  believe  that  she  saw  anything 
in  this  "potbellied,  filthy,  terrible-looking  old  man". 

Frida's  life  became  a living  hell  on  September  17,  1925  when  a 
bus  she  was  riding  was  plowed  into  by  a trolly  car.  She  would  never 
be  well.  As  a result  of  the  crash  her  spinal  col  urn  was  broken  in 
three  places  in  the  lumbar  region.  She  suffered  a broken  collar  bone 
and  two  broken  ribs.  The  right  leg  had  eleven  fractures,  the  right 
foot  was  dislocated  and  crushed.  The  steel  handrail  of  the  bus  had 
literally  skewered  her  body  at  the  level  of  the  abdomen  entering  on 
the  left  side  and  coming  out  the  vagina.  Her  boyfriend  from  school 
was  with  her  and  he  describes: 

"Something  strange  had  happened.  Frida  was  totally  nude.  The 
collision  had  unfastened  her  cloths.  Someone  in  the  bus  had  been 
carrying  a packet  of  powdered  gold.  This  broke,  and  the  gold  fell  all 
over  the  bleeding  body  of  Frida. 

Fridas  life  would  be,  from  that  moment  on  a trial  of  surgical 
operations,  months  in  bed  encased  in  plaster,  lost  pregnancies  and 
nearly  constant  pain  and  discomfort.  This  was  the  fuel  for  her 
creative  journeys.  Her  mother  fastened  a mirror  to  her  bed  so  Frida 
would  have  her  reflection  to  keep  herself  company.  One  day  out  of 
boredom  she  reached  for  some  old  paints  and  brushes  that  her  father 
had  lying  around.  She  started  with  self  portaits  and  embellished  her 
image  to  an  art  form  worthy  of  its  own  category  in  history  equal  to 
that  of  her  acclaimed  husband.

dn  aouiL.  sne  lived  a bohemian  and  international  life,  had  many 
friends  and  was  admired  despite  her  roughness  and  her  disabilities 
bhe  is  remembered  as  a heavy  drinker,  an  occaisional  lover  of  women 
as  a devoted  partner  of  Rivera's,  as  a strong  leftist,  friend  of 
Trotsky  a fighter  for  Mexicanidad;  a loyalist,  happiest  in  her  native 
land.  Fridas  appearence  in  real  life  as  in  her  self  portraits  showed 
the  artistry  of  a woman  who  knows  how  to  dress.  Sometimes  Frida  wore 
costumes  from  other  times  and  places.  She  mixed  elements  of  different 
costumes  like  the  boots  of  a revolutionary  fighter  or  the  shall  of  a 
woman  soldier  of  the  Mexican  revolution.  She  would  take  time  sewing 
00  iC!Ll  str’n9,n9  beads,  collecting  ornate  earings  of  jaae  or  some 
precolombian  treasures  that  she  adored.  Most  of  Mexican  society 
considered  her  identification  with  the  native  dress  as  single  and 
wierd  but  she.  no  doubt,  was  identifying  with  the  lower  classes  the 
earthy,  proud  and  dignified  peasents  that  are  part  of  the  richness  and 
beauty  of  her  country. 

To  look  at  the  paintings  one  might  identify  Frida's  work  as 
surrealistic  as  it  contains  images  reminisent  of  dreams.  Frida  said 
I detest  surreal  ism. . .To  me  it  seems  to  be  a decadent  manifestation 
of  bourgeois  art.  My  art  is  the  frank  expression  of  myself... I want 
my  work  to  be  a contribution  to  the  struggle  of  the  people  for  peace 
and  liberty. 

With  this  motivation  she  paints  "Roots"  in  1943.  In  it  Frida  is 
an  earth  mother,  reclined  on  a pillow  with  vines  and  roots  sprouting 
out  of  her  chest  in  a baren  and  lifeless  land.  in  "The  Broken 
Column".  1944  a teary  faced  Frida  is  a stuck  doll  covered  with  pins. 
Her  nude  and  harnessed  body  is  split  open,  revealing  a fractured  Greek 
column  down  her  middle.  This  is  no  doubt  in  response  to  her  surgical 
treatments.  In  1945  Frida  did  "Without  Hope”  This  is  a gory  painting 
with  Frida  in  her  bed  with  a rack  of  bloody  meat  suspended  over  her;  a 
fish,  pig,  entrails.  Again  tears  are  on  her  face.  She  is  connected 
to  this  death  by  her  mouth.  "Tree  of  Hope",  which  she  painted  in 
1946,  contrasts  this  dispair  and  shows  the  other  side  of  Frida's 
expression.  It  shows  two  Fridas  - one  torn  and  bleeding,  perhaps 
dead.  Sitting  beside  her  is  a dignified,  holy  Frida.  Dressed  in  a red 
dress  she  waves  a flag  and  looks  like  a die  hard  revolutionary.  There 
is  irony  here  as  she  holds  the  brace  that  supports  her  in  her  life  and 
a banner  that  says.  "The  tree  of  hope  shall  hold  strong".  I 
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r.o.  io*  «04*s  - san  uancisco.  CAiirotNi*  »«i«o 
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especially  like  "The  Little  Dear”, 1946.  In  it  Frida  is  a dear  in  a 
grey-green  forest.  She  is  pierced  by  9 arrows.  There  is  something 
very  Native  American  about  this  image  and  the  dear  is  an  important 
symbol  in  alot  of  mexican  art. 

This  same  year,  1946,  Frida  submits  to  a delicate  operation  which 
marks  the  beginning  of  the  end  for  Ms.  Kalo.  Front*  then  on  her 
hospital  stays  become  more  frequent,  her  strength  decreases  and  she 
becomes  dependant  on  drugs.  She  tries  to  commit  suicide  several 
times. 

A year  before  she  dies  a retrospective  exhibition  of  her 
paintings  is  organized.  She  attendded  the  opening  in  an  ambulance, 
incapacitated;  she  was  brought  in  on  a streacher  to  her  bed,  which  was 
converted  into  the  centerpiece  of  that  exhibition.  Although  she  is  in 
ruins  her  spirit  is  still  vigorous.  She  declared,  "I’m  not  sick.  I'm 
broken . ” 

Following  her  sucessful  show  of  over  30  paintings,  Frida  develops 
gangrene  in  her  right  leg  which  necessitates  her  leg  being  amputated 
at  the  knee.  Frida,  after  a life  of  pain  and  confinment  abandons  the 
struggle  at  the  age  of  47.  It  is  to  this  woman,  a symbol  of  strength 
of  the  necessity  to  create  beautiful  art  dispite  the  overwhelming 
obsticles  of  a tortured  life  that  we  pay  tribute  in  the  galleries  and 
movie  houses.  Long  live  Frida  I

Still  the  hungry  masses  pour  in  buying  more  than  13Z  mlJ'10" 
pounds  of  beef  anually.  Good  food  for  fast  times.  No  time  to  think 
of  alternatives.  No  time  to  learn  a little. 

"Take  a breath,  while  there  is  still  oxygen  left  to  breath.  You  do 
deserve  a break  today.  Break  out  of  the  blind  American  consumerism. 

Look  beyond  Roy  Rodger's.”  Dll„„_ 

"But  why  don’t  you  people  want  me  to  buy  my  meat  at  Burger  King 

There’s  nothing  like  the  whopper.  I like  the  low  prices,  the 
service  and  the  O.K.  food.  I was  raised  on  quick-burgers.  It  s my 
culture.  It’s  my  culture.  It's  my  culture.  It’s  mine. 

Do  you  know  that  Burger  King  gets  its  meat  from  Central  America 
and  that  beef  imported  from  Central  and  South  America  is  the  major 
cause  of  rainforest  destruction?  In  the  last  20  years  over  ***  0 

Central  America's  beautiful  and  rich  forests  have  been  converted  to 
cow  pasture  to  provide  cheap,  low  quality  beef  primarily  for  America  s 
f«t  food  industry.  Every  hour  on  T.V.  you  will  see  an  add  for  one  o 
these  establishments.  They  proudly  reveal  the  super  exa°^*ej|. 
and  scope  of  their  food  for  profit  consumer  enterprize  Adds  Picture 
happy  black  families  munching  out  with  "Miami  Vice  si lckness .. .Cheap 
food  for  crazy  times.  No  alternatives.  No  information  either. 

At  least  two-thirds  of  Central  America  s arable  land  is  now 
dedicated  to  cattle  production.  This  is  phenomenal  considering  the 
scarcities  of  food  and  the  poverty  of  the  region.  Most  eat  rice  and 
beans  all  the  time.  Ask  a Salvadorean  refugee  how  many  times  a week 

they  eat  out  or  they  can  afford  to  buy  beef.  The  United  States  buys 

about  90%  of  all  Central  American  beef  exports.  Nearly  all  of  this 

beef  ends  up  in  hamburgers,  hot  dogs,  chili  con  carne,  T.V.  dinners 
and  pet  food... real  American  stuff.  The  U.S.D.A.  estimates  that  the 


savings  to  the  American  consumer  from  the  exploitation  of  Central 
America  is  5 cents  on  the  price  of  a hamburger.  But  let’s  look  at  the 
unseen  costs  for  the  whole  world. 

Cattle  ranching  for  profit  is  destroying  the  Latin  American 
forests.  In  all,  more  than  one-half  of  Central  America's  jungles  has 
been  destroyed,  forever,  since  the  nineteeth  century.  At  this  rate  of 
deforestation,  it  is  estimated  that  one  species  of  life  is  eradicated 
per  day.  Furthermore,  if  the  current  rate  of  deforestation 
continues,  the  loss  rate  will  raise  to  loosing  one  species  of  life  per 
hour  until  the  turn  of  the  century,  when  there  will  be  little  or  no 
rainforest  left.  After  land  has  been  cleard  a curious  transformation 
takes  place  under  the  stress  of  heavy  rains  and  hot  sun  leaving  once 
highly  productive  soils  barren,  infertile  and  literally  turning  jungle 
into  wasteland.  After  time  lost  clearing  the  land.  Central  American 
farmers,  encouraged  by  their  profit  hungry  and  short  sighted 
governments  are  forced  to  sell  off  their  depleted  lands  to  cattle 
producers  for  a very  low  rate,  continuing  a cycle  of  maximum  output 
for  minimum  gain  which  has  been  a dynamic  of  the  exploitation 
mentality  of  the  ruling  classes  of  Latin  America  since  the  Spanish 
conquest.  Native  Indians  are  displaced  from  their  last  refuges  deep 
in  the  jungles  and  forced  into  camps  or  into  the  over  crowded  cities. 

Cattle  ranching  produces  almost  no  jobs  and  is  subsidized  by  the  world 
bank,  in  a region  where  only  7%  of  the  people,  many  of  whom  are  cattle 
ranchers,  control  93%  of  the  land. 

Groups  such  as  Rainforest  Action  Network  and  Earth  First!  have 
repeatedly  brought  the  facts  concerning  rainforests  and  hamburgers  to 
Burger  King's  attention  since  1984.  Yet  Burger  King  continues  using 
this  bloody  beef.  Because  of  this  international  corporation's  refusal 
to  accept  responsibility  for  its  role  in  the  destruction  and  misuse 
of  power  in  Latin  America,  Earth  First!  is  calling  for  a nationwide 
boycott  of  Burger  King.  Other  companies  involved  in  the  region  are 
Jack-In-The-Box,  Roy  Rodgers,  Bob's  Big  Boy  and  Hot  Shoppes 
Restaurants.  This  boycott  will  grow  and  continue  until  Burger  King 
can  assure  it's  costomers  that  its  hamburgers  contain  no  Central 
American  beef. 

But  the  problem  remains  for  the  poor  countries  of  Latin  America 
of  how  to  wisely  use  the  land,  feed  and  employ  the  people.  Until  the 
governments  turn  their  energy  away  from  the  expropriation  mentality  of 
the  Spanish  conquistadors  and  colonialists  toward  self  determination 
and  unity  little  gains  will  be  acheived.  The  knowhow  exists  and  has 
existed  for  centuries  invoving  what  is  called  sustained-use 
agriculture  and  forestry;  putting  back  what  you  take  away.  With  an 
eye  toward  the  future,  to  the  sustanence  of  a healty  planet  and  a free 
people. . .Don' t buy  Burger  King!

Oh  yes,  each 
of  the  businesses  mentioned  here  have  their  own  ad  in  this 
issue,  with  address  information,  hours,  etc.,  and  they  are  all 
highlighted  with  the  24th  & Mission  Street  sign.

I stop  in  every  day  and  get  my  carrot  juice  here.  Margo  Mejia 
is  the  owner  and  operator  of  this  old-fashioned  and  convenient 
stop  for  better  health.  She  carries  wheat  spaghetti,  Scholl's 
sandals,  a fairly  wide  (fresh)  range  of  vitamins  and  herbal 
remedies  and  much  more.

Bordered  by  Mission  Street  to  the  east,  Valencia  Street 
to  the  west,  the  Armory  to  the  south  and  the  Freeway  to  he 
nortn , one  block  long  Woodward  Avenue  presents  a startling 
contrast  of  physical  poverty  and  cultural  richness.  Along 
with  Chinese,  Hawaiian  and  Filipino  families,  it  has  recent 
vears  become  a haven  for  refugees  from  war  and  political 
upheaval  in  Southeast  Asia  and  Central  America.  The  housing 
is  deteriorating,  overcrowded  and  primarily  absentee  owned; 
yet  there  exists  an  amazingly  tranquil  co-existence  of  ethnic 
and  cultural  groups  who  speak  seven  different  languages,  that 
makes  Woodward  Avenue  a unique  and  fascinating  place. 

As  development  in  the  area  continues  to  build  up  (see 
HE'S  BACK  1 , page  one),  one  wonders  how  long  the  specialness  of 
this  tiny  but  delightf ully  complex  community  can  withstand  the 
forces  of  gentnfying  banality.

Surely  somewhere  in  our  neighborhood  there's  at  least  one 
honest  auto  mechanic  who  does  good  work  efficiently.

For  "Sideshow"  one  entered 
to  a hot  dog  and  popcorn  stand,  proceeded  to  a mini  hall  of 
mirrors,  got  seduced  by  the  carnie  barkers  hyping  the  sideshow 
promised  inside,  entered  the  exhibition  of  oddities  and 
freaks,  and  only  then  was  led  to  seating  for  the  vaudeville 
freak  show. 

"Pilgrimage"  at  the  VICTORIA  THEATER  was  a much  quieter 
show  to  say  the  least.  This  full-length  mime  play  represented 
a symbolic  inner- journey  by  a pilgrim  portraying  Everyman. 
The  composition  and  motions  of  bodies  onstage  formed  a visual 
and  visceral  delight,  although  it  was  difficult  for  me  to 
adjust  to  comprehending  a play  without  words.

EPSTEIN-BARR  VIRUS 

Tnis  column  today  will  be  a bit  different.  I would  like 
to  begin  with  a new  format  to  3ome  extent.  Many  people  are 
always  asking  holistic  practitioners  questions  and  I'm  sure 
that  many  of  you  have  the  same  questions.  So,  I would  like  to 
encourage  you  to  send  your  questions  in  to  the  North  Mission 
News  for  me  to  answer  each  month.  Today,  I want  to  answer  the 
often-asked  question:  What  is  Epstein-Barr  Virus  and  how  does 
it  affect  me? 

Epstein-Barr  is  a virus  that  thas  been  around  for  a long 
time.  It  has  been  ntoed  primarily  for  being  one  of  the  causes 
of  mononucleosis  and  is  very  common  in  Africa  in  causing  a 
disease  known  as  Burkitt's  Lymphoma.  Most  people  by  the  age 
of  thirty  have  had  a previous  infection  with  Epstein-Barr  and 
it  normally  causes  no  disease  in  most  people. 

However,  there  has  been  a focus  recently  on  Epstein-Barr 
as  the  cause  of  a mysterious  grouping  of  mononucleosis-like 
illnesses,  especially  in  Lake  Tahoe  and  the  Bay  Area.  This 
virus  seems  to  hit  a community  hard  and  then  move  on  to 
another  one  (or  at  least  this  is  the  speculation).  However, 
particularly  in  the  Bay  Area  and  in  some  other  places  around 
the  country,  a strange  illness  is  spreading  through  the 
community  which  is  becoming  known  as  Chronic  Fatigue  Syndrome. 
The  symptoms  of  this  syndrome  include  devastating  fatigue 
where  one  often  cannot  get  out  of  bed  for  days  or  weeks,  sore 
throats,  fevers,  headaches,  aching  body,  pain  in  various  parts 
of  the  body,  loss  of  memory  and  inability  to  think  normally 
among  other  symptoms.  In  the  Bay  Area,  it  has  been 
particularly  found  to  strike  women.  Often  the  women  or  men  it 
hits  have  been  previously  healthy  and  come  down  suddenly  with 
a viral  illness  and  then  can't  seem  to  recover. 

At  first,  the  few  doctors  who  would  even  look  at  this 
syndrome  as  a real  illness  thought  that  Epstein-Barr  Virus  was 
the  cause  of  the  disease.  It  seems  now,  in  fact,  that  EBV 
might  be  another  virus  connected  to,  but  not  the  actual  cause 
of  this  problem.  The  actual  cause  seems  to  be  a new  virus  for 
which  there  is  no  name  yet. 

Unfortunately,  doctors  who  have  noted  this  illness 
recently  have  had  great  difficulty  with  getting  the  vast 
majority  of  their  colleagues  to  recognize  this  as  a disease. 
Many  of  the  women  who  have  been  diagnosed  were  sick  for  a long 
time  and  were  told  "it  was  all  in  their  heads"  or  "there 
really  isn't  anything  wrong  with  you,  it  doesn't  show  up  on 
our  tests." 

Fortunately,  for  those  who  turned  to  holistic  medicine 
and  Chinese  medicine,  there  is  some  answer,  although  not 
necessarily  a cure.  The  syndrome's  symptoms  fit  into  the 
categories  of  Chinese  diagnosis  that  have  existed  for 
thousands  of  years  and  holistic  doctors  use  other  parameters 
than  lab  tests  for  determining  illness. 

The  Chronic  Fatigue  Syndrome  is  part  of  our  whole 
planet's  lack  of  resistance  to  disease.  It  reflects  just 
another  warning  that  the  immune  system  of  the  planet  as  well 
as  that  of  individuals  is  on  the  verge  of  giving  up.  Chronic 
Fatigue  Syndrome  seems  to  be  another  disease  of  the  1980 's  in 
which  the  immune  system  is  not  quite  strong  enough  and  a virus 
is  able  to  easily  attack  the  body. 

While  we  must  work  in  the  world  to  reduce  pollution, 
eliminate  stress  (though  gaining  peace  and  prosperity  for  all 
the  world's  people),  stop  nuclear  power,  and  so  on  on  the 
political/economic/ social  front,  we  can  begin  at  home  to  do 
this  on  a small  level  and  regain  power  over  our  own  health  in 
a personal  way. 

The  recommendations  holistic  practitioners  make  to  people 
with  Chronic  Fatigue  syndrome  is  not  unlike  that  for  people 
with  AIDS/ARC,  Herpes,  and  other  chronic  viral  illnesses. 

Diet  is  extremely  important  in  reducing  stress  on  the 
immune  system  and  fighting  viral  illnesses.  The  general 
recommendations  include: 

* Reduce  food  high  in  fats 

* Eliminate  sugars  - including  fruit  juices,  white  sugar, 
honey  and  alcohol 

* Drink  pure  spring  water  to  eliminate  toxins 

* Eat  whole  grains  and  fresh  vegetables 

* Eat  a variety  of  foods  to  eliminate  food  sensitivities 
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Getting  enough  sleep  is  very  important  to  recovering  from 
Chronic  Fatigue  Syndrome.  Often,  you  can't  help  but  sleep  a 
lot,  but  let  yourself  sleep  when  you  feel  tired. 

You  can  use  various  techniques  to  eliminate  stress  such 

as : 

* Meditation 

* Deep  relaxation  exercises 

* Visualization  tapes  - sucn  as  "Letting  Go  of  Stress"  by 
Emmet  Miller 

* Hypnotherapy 

* Biofeedback 

* Massage 

* Acupuncture  (to  strengthen  immunity  also) 

You  may  also  want  to  consult  a practitioner  for  more 
information  on  nutrition  and  particularly  on  nutritional 
supplements.  It  is  very  important  to  include  anti-viral  and 
immune-strengthening  substances  in  your  daily  plan.

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RECOLLECTIONS  OF  THE  PAST 

In  the  past  two  or  three  years  I have,  from  time  to  time, 
written  about  some  well  known,  important  people  who,  in  their 
lifetimes,  have  contributed  a great  deal  of  their  time  and 
efforts  toward  the  improvement  of  San  Francisco. 

Some  of  them  have  been  rascals  and  others  of  them  have 
been  saints  and,  as  I told  my  writer,  "The  Ghost",  today  I 
want  to  talk  about  one  of  the  "saints". 

Now,  this  man  wasn't  easy  to  work  for  or  even  work  with; 
no,  rather  the  opposite.  He  was  tough,  strong-willed  and 
outspoken  any  time  he  met  objections  to  programs  he  was  trying 
to  push  through.  But,  regardless  of  his  methods,  he  can  be 
remembered  as  a winner  for  his  many  projects  which  he  saw  to 
completion  down  through  the  years;  even  the  final  one, 
dedicated  shortly  after  his  death  in  1934.  That  last 
achievement  which  took  twenty  years  to  realize  was,  and  is, 
San  Francisco's  great  Hetch-Hetchy  water  system,  a testimonial 
to  the  determination  of  Michael  Maurice  0 ' Shaughnessy . 

The  seeds  of  this  massive  undertaking  started  to  sprout 
way  back  at  the  turn  of  the  century  with  Mayor  Phelan  pressing 
for  a better  source  of  water  for  the  City. 

In  the  very  early  years  Mountain  Lake,  at  12th  Avenue  and 
Lake  Street,  had  served  the  small  municipality,  but  as  the 
City  grew  it  became  necessary  to  reach  out  to  Crystal  Springs 
Lake  for  a more  abundant  supply.  Visionaries  like  Jimmy 
Phelan  realized  that  the  old  Spring  Valley  Water  Company  would 
soon  exhaust  this  second  source  and  spoke  out  for  the  long 
reach,  into  the  Sierra  Nevada  Mountains,  for  an  inexhaustible 
supply;  ample  for  all  future  needs.  Visionaries  have  always 
been  known  for  their  hatching  of  ideas  and  even  the  methods  of 
funding  them,  but  somebody  has  to  be  the  builder  and  for  many 
years  the  people  of  San  Francisco  were  blessed  with  Michael 
O' Shaughnessy : civil  engineer,  first  rate  planner  and  builder, 
and  ail  around  public  servant. 

I've  been  told  that  he  arrived  here  direct  from  Ireland 
in  the  1880 's.  He  was  a well  educated  young  man  and  had  no 
trouble  finding  a job  in  the  Department  of  Public  Works. 

O' Shaughnessy ' s first  notable  accomplishment...  one  that 
gave  nun  standing  amongst  his  fellow  engineers...  was  the 
planning  and  building  of  a very  successful  sewer  and  drainage 
system  for  the  1894  Cali f ornia -Midwinter  International 
Exposition  in  Golden  Gate  Park.  As  I have  written  before,  the 
marvel  of  it  was  that  this  beautiful  fair  had  to  be  assembled 
in  the  short  period  of  only  five  months  and,  like  his  fellow 
builders,  O' Shaughnessy  rose  to  the  occasionl 

His  many  important  contributions  to  the  rebuilding  of  San 
Francisco  after  the  1906  disaster  caused  him  to  be  named  the 
Chief  Engineer  in  1912,  a position  he  held  until  his  death 
from  a heart  attack  in  1934. 

And  it  was  in  1912  that  he  saw  the  first  Municipal 
Railway  streetcar  roll  out  of  the  new  carbarn  at  Geary  and 
Presidio  Avenue.  For  several  years  he  had  been  working  on 
this  plan  for  the  building  of  a railway  to  serve  parts  of  the 
City  which  were  in  need  of  public  transit  and  open  up  whole 
new  areas  which,  previously,  had  been  inaccessible. 

At  the  same  time,  plans  were  going  forward  for  the 
building  of  the  Panama-Pacific  International  Exposition  in 
out-of-the-way  Harbor  View.  The  tunnel  under  Fort  Mason  was 


dug  so  that  freight  cars  could  be  rolled  into  the  fairgrounds 
from  the  Embarcadero  to  speed  construction.  And  in  1913,  to 
simplify  the  movement  of  workers  to  and  from  the  job-site  he 
ran  the  Stockton  Tunnel  under  the  side  of  Nob  Hill  and  laid 
out  the  track  for  the  "F"  streetcar  line  (now  the  »30  trollery 
bus).  In  that  same  year,  and  for  the  same  reason,  the  brand 
new  "Muni"  took  over  the  Presidio  & Ferries  Railroad  (the 
Union  Street  line)  and  ran  a loop  track  down  Steiner  Street  to 
the  fairgrounds. 

Also  on  0 ' Shaughnessy ' s desk  at  this  time  were  the  final 
blueprints  for  the  Twin  Peaks  Tunnel  designed  to  open  up  a 
vast  new  residential  suburb  tor  the  people  of  this  City;  upper 
and  middle  class  alike,  to  build  their  own  homes  and  still  be 
able  to  ride  downtown  to  work  in  half  the  time  it  took  people 
to  commute  from  the  East  Bay  or  the  Peninsula.  Completed  in 
1917,  work  on  this  long  bore  (over  2 miles)  started  in  1914 
which  was  the  same  year  that  the  busy  Mr.  O' Shaughnessy  was 
breaking  ground  for  the  very  important  Mile  Rock  Sewage 
Tunnel.  This  excavation  ran  for  almost  a mile  from  the  end  of 
Fulton  Street,  north  under  Sutro  Heights,  and  on  out  to  Mile 
Rock.  It  marked  the  beginning  of  the  huge  network  of  storm 
drain  systems  that  the  City  is  still  working  on. 

Speaking  of  pipe  lines,  in  1913,  just  about  the  time  that 
the  drainage  system  for  the  Exposition  was  in  place.  Congress 
passed  the  Riker  Act  which  gave  the  City  of  San  Francisco 
permission  to  use  a corner  of  Yosemite  National  Park  to  build 
a dam  on  the  Tuolumne  river  and  create  the  great  Hetch-Hetchy 
Reservoir.  Now  a 149  mile  long  aquaduct  carries  good  mountain 
water  from  O' Shaughnessy  Dam  to  Crystal  Springs  Lakes  on  the 
peninsula.  On  the  way  across  the  State  this  water  generates  a 
lot  of  electricity,  some  of  which  we  sell;  using  the  rest  for 
powering  the  Muni  rail  and  trolley  bus  system. 

Forget  that  this  project  took  so  long  to  complete;  it 
stands  as  one  of  the  two  big  financial  assets  this  City  owns. 
The  other  is,  of  course,  San  Francisco  International  Airport 
which  will  probably  never  reach  completion!  To  O' Shaughnessy 
goes  the  credit  for  the  original  planning  and  layout  for  this 
risky  venture.  The  City  stuck  their  neck  out  on  this  one 
because  in  the  early  days  of  organized  airlines  (1926)  nobody 
knew  what  they  wanted  or  what  was  needed.  But,  our  Chief 
Engineer  proceeded  to  lay  out  about  a mile  of  runway,  build  a 
couple  of  hangars  on  the  old  Mills  property,  and  call  it 
"Mills  Field". 

And,  at  the  same  time,  he  was  burrowing  under  Buena  Vista 
Park  for  the  Duboce  Tunnel  which  would  open  up  yet  another 
vast  residential  suburb  for  the  people  of  this  City.  The  "N" 
line  was  the  last  new  track  laid  by  tne  Muni. 

In  creating  policy  for  a "Greater  San  Francisco" 
transportation  program,  0 ' Shaughnessy  cooperated  in  the 
planning  and  construction  of  both  bridges,  which  were  in  the 
process  of  being  built  when  he  was  taken  by  a neart  attack. 

We'll  never  forget  him  for  the  designing  of  the  unique 
"Birdcage"  traffic  signals  we  used  to  have  and  our  one-of-a- 
kind  little  "E"  streetcar,  the  hillclimber  that  used  to  run 
over  Union  Street  and  down  to  the  Ferries.

You  Don't  Air  Dirty  Laundry 

"I'm  sick  of  hearing  screaming  in  this  building",  says  a character  in 
Teatro  Mojado's  three  woman  "You  Don’t  Air  Your  Dirty  Laundry,"  a play 
on  abuse  that  opened  for  a two  day  run  at  the  Mission  Cultural  Center 
last  Wednesday  the  20th.  The  phrase  reverberates  and  echos  calling 
out  to  the  audience  to  examine  where  we  are.  But...,  we  answer,  we 
are  in  the  Mission  Cultural  Center  in  the  middle  of  the  Mission. 
Down  the  street.  Bookworks,  the  San  Jose  Taqueria;  next  stop.  La 
Boheme,  then  the  darkened  eyes  of  family  dwellings,  men  gathering  in 
the  dusk,  flying  bits  of  garbage,  the  fierce  sound  of  car  radios 
turned  up  to  their  zenith  as  they  pass  low  in  the  streets.  Where's 
the  abuse?  Not  in  this  building,  we  say.  Not  here.  But  then  again, 
"ah  yes,"  here  too.  The  echo  again,  closing  in  on  us,  not  setting  us 
free.  There  is  no  freedom,  the  echo  says.  Well,  maybe  moments  of  it, 
but  only  when  you  have  someone  doing  your  dirty  laundry  for  you, 
turning  it  white. . . 

In  a subsequent  sequence  the  echo  turns  up  again  whem  a character 
loses  her  way  in  "The  Labryinth  of  Solitude."  Lluvia,  one  of  the  three 
writer/di  rector/actors  of  "You  Don’t  Air  Dirty  Laundry,"  comes  up 
against  more  and  more  airless  twists  and  turns  as  she  desperately 
calls  out  to  her  friends  to  help  her  find  her  way  out  of  the 
labyrinth.  Their  voices  answer  back  on  the  receeding  edge  of 
language.  Helpless  echos.  But  gratefully  we  witness  her  unrelenting 
desire  to  escape.  This  is  no  Sylvia  Plath  accomodating  herself  under 
her  bell  jar  of  distorted  reality.  Lluvia  finally  screams  "Get  me  out 
of  here,”  and  the  echo  dies.  Twenty  odd  years  away  from  the  sixties 
and  the  power  of  women  to  say  "Get  me  out  of  here"  is  still  on  the 
rise,  although  we  might  have  lost  our  way  in  one  or  two  echos  along 
the  way.  But  let’s  be  clear  on  this,  except  for  the  few  exceptions, 
men  are  not  going  to  be  the  ones  answering  womens'  screams  for 
release.  This  is  not  a separatist  statement.  The  play  proceeds  on 
the  assumption  that  even  women  sometimes  turn  deaf  ears  t>  that 
scream. 

Before  its  Wednesday  debut  at  MCC  the  play  was  performed  at 
various  womens’  shelters  and  to  an  audience  at  New  College,  thrusting 
forward  some  pround  questions,  overstepping  the  bounds  of  its  form, 
always  provoking  emotion.  It  moves  by  way  of  vignette,  discontinous 
in  time  and  space,  but  held  together  by  an  emotional  continuity  that 
exists  in  the  play  as  it  does  in  womens'  lives.  Most  interesting  is 
that  it  provides  a forum  for  the  audience  to  participate  and  come  up 
with  answers  of  their  own.  But,  sadly,  this  only  points  up  the 
enormous  gap  between  asking  and  answering  the  question  implicitly 
voiced  througout  the  play,"  What  do  we  do  about  abuse?  What  do  we  say 

to  an  abused  woman  that  will  help  her  get  out  of  her  situation  when 
all  society,  all  societies,  corroborate  the  message  implicit  in  the 
title  "You  Don't  Air  Your  Dirty  Laundry."  Because,  somehow,  womens' 
issues,  even  in  the  most  progressive  areas,  in  the  most  progressive 
societies,  still  glow  with  that  same  dirty  cast.  Dirty  laundry?  Who 
cares? 

One  of  the  most  successful  vignettes  for  me  was  entitled  "The 
Routine."  In  this  scene,  the  collective  voice  of  so  much  energy 
contained  seems  about  to  slip  its  bounds.  One  woman  rocks  a child, 
back  and  forth,  back  and  forth.  Another  cuts  up  vegetables,  chop  chop 
chop,  sweeping  them  into  formation  for  another  sweep,  chop  chop  chop, 
while  another  mimes  the  cleaning  of  a seemingly  infinite  window,  with 
no  edges,  no  boundaries.  The  reptitive  momentum  within  the  enclosed 
female  space — we  feel  it;  our  own  breath  in  the  audience  is 
circumscribed — shifts  as  the  woman  cleaning  the  window  sees  through 
her  cloth-on-glass  motions  to  catch  her  man  with  another  woman.  Her 
rubbing  becomes  so  strained,  so  tense,  it  seems  as  though  the  glass 
will  break  under  her  hand.  Simultaneously  the  cutting  of  vegetables 
starts  to  get  louder  and  louder  until  the  chopper  is  chopping  with  all 
her  might.  The  chop  becomes  a thrash,  a surging  outwards.  The  full 
force  of  all  this  preparing  life  for  others  hits  us  in  the  face.  And 
we  ask.  Where  is  "life"  for  those  who  prepare  it? 

For  the  history  of  men  to  continue  to  be  served  well,  womens' 
place  is  really  sorting  through  the  piles  of  dirty  laundry.  And  why 
not  say  it  here?  In  Managua  one  day  a male  editor  of  Ventana,  the 
cultural  supplement  to  Barricada,  a man  working  at  the  fulcrum  of  a 
society  seeking  to  create  a model  for  equality,  asked  me  the  following 
question  in  an  otherwise  polite  discussion  in  the  halls  of  a 
government  building.  "If  women  are  really  intellectually  equal  to 
men,"  he  stared  out,  his  words  already  betraying  their  contradiction 
in  the  heat  of  Managua,  turning  it  momentarily  into  a vacuum  in 
space, "why  have  there  been  so  few  really  great  women  in  history?"  In 
response,  his  own  revolutionary  struggle  stared  himn  in  the  face, 
speechless,  along  with  me,  speechless.  That  question,  as  historically 
obsolete  as  it  is,  is  still  an  echo  to  be  heard,  if  listened  for,  in 
the  multiple  folds  of  all  the  dirty  laundry  flowering  worldwide, 
waiting  to  be  cleaned,  and  can  even  be  heard  in  not  so  discreet 
corners  in  our  own  building. 
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
